TOUR ON T H E PRAIRIES. 


From W ashington Irving’s N ew W o rk . 


W e have spoken o f the huntsman Beatte, who sub­ 
sequently became ihe guide o f the expedition. 
Here 
he is at hiring and starting. 
“ For our own parts, the Commissioner and m yself 
were desirous, before setting out, to procure another at­ 
tendant well versed m wood-cruft, who might serve as 
a hunter j for our little Frenchman would have his 
hands full, when in camp, 
in cooking, and on the 
march, in taking care of the pack-horses. 
Such a one 
presented himself, or rather was recommended to us, 
in Pierre Bgatte, a half breed o f French and Osage 
parentage. 
W e were assured that he was acquainted 
with all parts of the country, having traversed it in all 
directions both in hunting and war parties ; that he 
would be ol use both as a guide and interpreter, and 
that he was a first-rate hunter. 
1 confess 1 did not like his looks when he was first 
pointed out to me. 
He was lounging about in an old 
hunting-frock and metusses, or leggings, of deer skin, 
soiled and greased, and almost japanned by constant 
use. 
He was apparently about thirty-six years of age, 
square and strongly built. 
His features were not bad, 
being shaped not unlike those o f N apoleon, but sharp­ 
ened up, with high Indian cheek-bones. 
Perhaps the 
dusky greenish hue of his complexion added to his re­ 
semblance to an old bronze bust I had seen o f the Em­ 
peror. 
H e had, however, a sallow, saturnine expres­ 
sion, set off by a slouched woollen hat, and elf-locks 
that hung about his ears. 
Such was the appearance of the man— and his man­ 
ners were equ illy unprepossessing, 
lie w as cold and 
laconic— made no promises or professions—stated the 
terms he required for the services o f him self and his 
horse— which we thought rather high, but he showed 
no disposition to abate them , nor any anxiety to secure 
our employ. 
He had, altogether, more o f the lied 
than the W hite man in his composition— and, as I had 
been taught to look upon all half-breeds with distrust, 
as an uncertain and faithless race, I would gladly have 
dispensed with the services o f Pierre Beatte. 
W e had 
no tune, however, to look about for any one more to 
our taste, anil had to make arrangements with him on 
the spot. 
He then set about making his preparations 
for the journey, promising to join us at our evening’s 
encapmenl.

“ VVe had not been long encamped, when our re­ 
cently-engaged attendant, Beatte, the Osage half-breed, 
made bis appearance, 
lie came mounted on one horse 
and leading another, which seemed to be well packed 
with supplies for the expedition. 
Beatte was evidently 
an ‘old soldier” as to the art of taking care of himself, 
and looking out for emergencies. 
Finding that lie was 
in Government em ploy, being engaged by the Commis­ 
sioner, he liad drawn rations o f Hour and bacon, and 
put them up so as to be weatherproof. 
In addition to 
the horse for the road, and for ordinary service, which 
was a lough hardy animal, he had another for hunting. 
This was of a mixed breed, like himself, being a cross 
o f the domestic stock with the wild horse o f the prairies 
— and a noble steed it was, of generous spirit, fine ac­ 
tion, and admirable bottom, 
lie had taken care to 
have his horses well shod at the agency. 
He cam e 
prepared at all points for war or hunting ; his rifle on 
his shoulder, his powder-horn and bullet-pouch at his 
side, his hunting-knile stuck in his belt, and coils o f 
cordage at his saddle how , which, we were told, were 
lariats, or noosed cords, used in catching the wild 
horse. 
“ Thus equipped and provided, an Indian hunter on a 
prairie is like a cruiser on the ocean, perfectly independ­ 
ent of the vvorld, and competent to self protection and 
sell-maintenance. He can cast him self loose from every 
one, shape his own course, and take his own fortunes.

W hen they had made their 
supper, they stretched themselves side by side before the 
tire, and began a low na.sal chant, drumming w it h their 
hands upon their breasts, by way o f nccompaniament 
I his chant seemed to consist of regular staves, every 
one, terminating, not in a melodious cadence, but in the 
abrupt interjection, hah ! 
uttered almost like a hiccup 
This chant, w e were told by our interpreter Beatte, re 
luted to ourselves, our treatment o f them* and all that 
they knew ol our plans 
In one part they s p o k e o f the 
count, whoso animated character and eagerness for In 
tlian enterprise had struck their fancy : and they induig 
ed in some waggery about him and the young Indian 
beauties, that produced great merriment among our half 
breeds. 


/ he Stairs o f the 
/ 1 ’’oods, the M en w ith ou t a 
Tear. — T h e Indians that I have had an opportunity 
of seeing in real life are quite different from those de 
scribed in poetry. 
They are by no means the stoics 
that they are represented— taciturn, unbending, without 
a tear or smile. 
Taciturn, they are, it is true, when in 
company with W hite men, whose good will they die 
trust, and whose language they do not understand , but 
the W bite man is equally taciturn under like circum­ 
stances. W hen the Indians are among them selves, how­ 
ever, there cannot he greater gossips. 
Halt their time 
is taken up in talking over their adventures in war and 
hunting, and in telling whimsical stories. 
T hey are 
great mimics and hufloons also ; 
and entertain them­ 
selves excessively at the c.\|iense of the W hites with 
whom they have associated, and who have supposed 
them impressed with profound respect for their grandeur 
and dignity. 
T hey are curious observers, noting every 
thing in silence, but with a keen and watching eye, oc­ 
casionally exchanging a glance or a grunt with each oth­ 
er, when any thing particularly strikes them , but ro- 
serving all comments until they are alone. 
Then it is 
that they give full scope to criticism, satire, mimicry 
and mirth. 
In the course of my journey along the frontier, 1 have 
had repeated opportunities of noticing their excitability 
and boisterous merriment at their games ; and have oc­ 
casionally noticed a group of Usages sitting round a fire, 
until a late hour ot the night, engaged in 
the most 
animated and lively conversation, and at times making 
the woods resound with peals of laughter. 
As far as 1 can judge, the Indian of poetical fiction is 
like the shepherd ol pastoral romance— a mere person­ 
ification o f imaginary attributes.

— It was now that 
our w orthies, Beatte and Tonish, had tin npportunity of 
displaying their Indian adroitness and resource. 
At the 
* fsagt? v illage which w e had passed a day or two be­ 
fore, they had procured tt dried buffalo skin. 
This was 
now produced ; cords were passed through u number 
ol small e y e -holes with which it was bordered, and it 
vyas drawn up until it formed a kind o f deep trou gh --. 
Sticks were then placed athwart it on the inside, to 
keep it in shape ; our camp equipage and a part of our 
baggage were placed within, and the singular bark was

style, until they landed safely on the opposite shore. 
The Commissioner and m yself were so well pleased 
with this Indian mode of ferriage, that we determined 
to trust ourselves itt the bufl'alo hide. 
Our men having recrossed with their cockleshell hark, 
it was drawn ashore, half tilled with saddles, saddle­ 
bags, and other luggage, amounting to tit least a hundred 
weight, and being again placed in the water, I was in- I 
vited to take my seat. 
It appeared to me pretty much 
like the embarkation of the wise men o f Jotham , who 
went to sea in a howl : I stepped in, how ever, without 
hesitation, though as cautionary as possible, and sat 
down on the top o f the luggage, the margin of the hide 
sinking to within a hand’s breadth of the water’s edge. 
Rifles, lovvling-pieces, and other articles of small bulk 
were then handed in, until I protested against receiving 
any more freight. 
VVe then launched ibrth upon the I 
stream, the bark being towed and propelled as before. 
It was with a sensation, half serious, halfcom ic, that 
I found m yself tlnw afloat, on the skin of a bufl'alo, in 
the midst of a wild river, surrounded by a wilderness,' 
and towed along by a halt savage, whooping and yelling 
like n devil incarnate.
